NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 22nd February. 1995 

O.S.R. 84(E).—In exercise of the power; conferred by the proviso to 
Article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules 
to amend the Department of Telecommunications (Assistant Accounts Officer)^ 
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Recruitment Rules, 1991, namely:— 

1. (I) These rules may be called the Department of Tele communications 
(Assistant Accounts Officer) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 9th May, 
1992. 

2. In sub-rule (1) of rule 1 of the Department of Telecommunications 
(Assistant Accounts Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1991, for the figures *'1991’', 
the figure “1992" shall be substituted, 

EXPLANATORY NOTE 

In terras of Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of Expenditure), O.M. No, 
F, 5(32)-E. UI[86-Pt, II dated 12-6-1987, a new cadre called the Assistant 
Accounts Officer was introduced w.e.f, 1-4-1987. As per that Office Memo¬ 
randum 80 peir ceut of Ihe posts of Junior Accounts Officer were placed in 
the higher functional scale of Rs. 2000-3200, The appointment to this grade 
is on seniority-cum-fitness basis. Since this was a new cadre, recruitment 
rules regulating the appointment to Ihe posts of Assistant Accounts Officer 
were required to be made and accordingly recruitment rules for this purpose 
were framed in 1991. Though the rules were framed they were published 
in the Official Gazette on 9th May, 1992. Ordinarily the year in the short 
title to the rules should confirm to the year of their publications in the official 
Gazette. In order to depict the true picture it has become necessary io change 
the year “1991” occurring in the snort title to “1992”. Hence the present 
amendment has been made in the aforesaid rules with effect from the 9th 
May, 1992. It is certified that no one will he adversely affected by giving 
retrospective effect of these rules.
